The grand jury finished its work on 
Wednesday morning and, out of 27 cases 
examined, returned 22 indictments. 

Two sensational features mark the 
^rand jury's report, as follows: 

First— The indictment of Charles E. 
Culver, late agent for the'E. J, & E. at 
^he Waukegan ofTice, named now as- a 
principal in the railroad thefts in which 
iormer Cashier Joe Connor was impli- 
eated as a principal at first and later as 
principal and accomplice. The indict- 
ment charges embezzlement 

Second— The indictment of Joe Con- 
nor, late cashier of the E. J. & E. on 
the charge of embezzlement of funds of 
the company in Waukegan. 

While, ever since the Connor ease 
came into the limelight, there had been 
statements intimating that "somebody 
higher up" would be implicated in the 
thefts, and Culver's name has been 
whispered as the one referred to, at no 
time did Culver's name come out pub- 
licly as the man who would be charged 
with being a principal or an accomplice 
with Connor. 

.Culver was credited at the time with 
being the man who asked the auditors 
to make the examination of the books 
'which led to the specific charges being 
made ogainst Connor. 

Culver was in the employ of the com- 
pany many years. After Connor fled 
and was later incarcerated in the asy- 
lum, Culver still continued to oct as 
agent Three weeks ago, announce- 
ment was made that the company had 
decided to let Culver out Culver re- 
mained in town a few days and then 
moved his family to Chicago. It is 
stated by the state authorities that he 
has not 'yet been placed under arrest 
but, in view of the indictment, he will 
be arrested soon. ^ 

This move, to indict Culver, will be a 
shock to his friends, for they had felt 
that the company did not have anything 
on him or ho would never have asked 
for the investigation. Culver insisted 
he took this step when he suspected 
that Connor had been dishonest. 

On the other hand, Connor, all along, 
insisted that he had had help in the 
thefts, in fact, claimed that he was 
forced to steal by a man higher up who 
had demanded that he get a share of the 
thefts or he would expose him to the 
officials. The thefts continued long and 
Connor has claimed that he divided with 
the man higher up, who, the state now 
claims, was Culver.

One of the most sad as well as the 
most mysterious of tragedies that we 
have ever been called upon to record 
was enacted in this vicinity Tuesday 
afternoon between three and four 
o'clock at the home of August Rentner, 
on the old Jas. Brogan farm just east 
of town, when little Evelyn, the five 
years old daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Rentner, was killed in a most mystify- 
ing manner- 
Mr. Rentner was working in a near- 
by field while his wife was busy in the 
garden in the rear of the house. The 
little girl had been playing near the 
mother until the eldest child Elmer, a 
boy between eight and nine years of 
age, returned home from school when 
the children went into the house to 
play. A short time later the mother 
was alarmed to hear a piercing shriek 
from the boy and rushing to the house 
she beheld her little daughter, on the 
bedroom floor her right arm thrown 
above her head ond the left grasp- 
ing the bed, profusely bleeding from 
a wound over the heart and from 
the mouth while little Elmer was kneel- 
ing by the side of his sister trying to 
staunch the flow of blood. 

The almost frantic mother was soon 
joined by the-fathir who had also'heard 
the scream and a physician. Dr. Beebc, 
was summoned, who although he made 
all possible haste reached the house just 
as'the little one breathed her last. 

Upon examination he found that the 
little one's death was caused by a 
wound that had pierced the lung to

The boy was the only one who could 
shed any light on the matter end he 
was for the mostpart silent only declar- 
ing that ,he did not know what hurt 
his sister. Coaxing and threats had 
the same effect upon him and nothing 
definite could be learned from him. He 
only asserted that he did not see his sis- 
ter have anything in her hands with 
which she might have hurt herself, 
that they were not playing together 
when ithappened and that no one had 
enteaed the houre while they were 
alone. Dr. Beebe acting on the theory 
that it might have been a bullet exam- 
ined the firearms but did not think that 
any of them showed signs of recent 
firing and thus the matter stood un- 
til Wednesday afternoon. 

Coroner Taylor was summoned but 
did not arrive until Wednesday noon 
when he empaneled a jury and the in- 
quest was held bringing out facts that 
put an entirely different light on the 
matter. Coroner Taylor in an effort 
to get at the root of the matter probed 
the wound and finally located a bullet 
from a thirty-two caliber revolver im- 
bedded in the little one's spine. When 
the bullet was extracted and shown to 
the boy he broke- down and, told as 
near as he could what had happened. 
The substance of his story was this. 
After playing with his sister for a time 
they went into the bedroom where the 
I little fellow opened a bureau draw for 
the purpose of taking out an arithmetic 
andinsodoinghe accidentally pulled the 
revolver out onto the floor. He stooped

Mr. Heydecker on the 
other hand, will also make a good man 
sitting as presiding judge in many im- 
portant cases, for, as master, his duties 
carry along much judicial work. In 
many respects, such as settling estates, 
the work of master is more important 
than that of the circuit judge and great 
care has to be shown by a master. His 
decisions go to the judges and arc asked 
for on such cases as the judges cannot 
spare the time to consider. 

Mr. Heydecker's appointment wiU be 
received with favor among his many 
friends who have been expecting for 
some time he would be handed the plum.

MURDER CHARGE 

The grand jury Tuesday failed to re- 
turn an indictment against Mathew 
Meyer, the man who shot and killed 
William Gallagher, one of the gang 
who had pestered him for months. 

Many witnesses were placed before 
the jury, but that body evidently con- 
cluded that Meyer did not seek to shoot 
Gallagher, and that he was accidentally 
hit 

Meyer all along claimed that he did 
not intend shooting his neighbor, and 
that tho victim himself did not believe 
that he had done so intentionally for, 
after the shooting they had sat to- 
gether on a sofa in the Meyer home and 
talked about the accident 

Later after Gallagher died the charge 
was brought against Meyer by relati- 
ves of the dead man, who sought to 
prosecute Meyer for the shooting claim- 
ing that he did so intentionally and that 
there was malice in the act 

But by this action on tho part of the 
grand jury Meyer was relieved of all 
charges against him and is now a free 
man. 



Six in Danger and One May Die as 
suit of Eating Toad Stools 

The eating of toadstools which were 
mistaken for mushrooms nearly result- 
ed in the death of six people in Wau- 
kegan Wednesday noon. The prompt- 
ness with which a physician' was sum- 
moned and the heroic measures which 
he adopted were all that saved the lives 
of the family. 

Those who were made ill were Mr. 
and Mrs Lazzaroni, their daughter Jen- 
nie, Paul Thompson, a grandson, Peter 
Mittilini, a guest and Ida Vonossi, a 
hired girl. 

While all the members of the family 
who ate the mushrooms were taken 
violently ill the hired girl was the worst 
on account of refusing to take medi- 
cine and for a time it was feared that 
she might die as a result of her persis- 
tance. 

When Peter Mittilini, an old friend of 
the family who is visiting them at the 
present time, arose from the breakfast 
table he remarked that it looked like a 
good day to collect mushrooms and 
started out returning a few hours later 
with a basket well filled with what ap- 
peared to mushrooms. 

Mrs. Lazzaroni considered herself an 
expert in such matters and proceeded 
to test the fungi in the same way she 
always did, that is to place garlic in it 
and if it turned black it was supposed 
to he poison. This time it did not 
change color and supposing that it was 
mushrooms she hesitated no longer. 

Shortly aftor dinner the whole fam- 
ily became seriously ill and It was with 
difficulty that their lives were saved.

Tuesday afternoon at 4:80 a low hang- 
ing funnel shaped cloud traVerse;i the 
lake and the village from the south* and 
west, the whole storm taking but ten 
minutes of wind and rain and when it 
had passed roofs were torn off, there 
were but few whole lights of glass left 
in lake Zurich dwelling, trees were 
down, ice houses were torn apart, and 
boat houses were blown into the lake, 
the last named of which was idsbed< 
into a creamy foam. 

The heavens were dark and ominous 
and proceeding the coming of the cloud, 
which was seen by hundreds, there was 
a forbidding hush over everything. 

The following are some of the things 
that the real guaranteed cyclone-did to 
Lake Zurich. ■' ' . 

Took the roof off the Knickerbocker 
ice house and laid the Ice house op6n to 
the elements. ' , > 

Dumped over steel wind mills on'the 
Henry Bushing and other farms. ' 

Broke every light of glass in the 
village. 

Dumped over straw stacks on J, C, 
Munter's place. 

Knocked over twenty-five or thirty 
trees in the village itself and many 
score in the woods surrounding. 

Turned over sheds on the Ficke place- 
Destroyed outhouses andsheds galore. 

Sept a score of boat houses into the 
lake. 

The cyclone havoc completely covers 
a swath a half mile wide that begins on 
the south west shore of the lake and 
extends to the grounds of St Peters 
church, where the freak storm knocked 
down trees and fences and then sudden- 
ly subsided. It was not heard of again 
in the vicnity. ^ 

Cyclones are as rare as the dodo in 
this H<lction and not in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant has such a visita- 
tion been made at peaceful Lake. 
Zurich. Waukegan people claim to 
have seen the cloud that wrecked the 
havoc also and those who did not say 
that they saw the darkness in the west 
at the time the cyclone swept Lake 
Zurich. 

Chimneys all over the village are 
shattered and there is much work for 
a mason or two, while awnings of the 
stores and the like went, up with the 
first puff.

Damages for a Sale of Morphine. 
An important decision with refer 
ence to tho sale of . morphine has re- 
cently been given by the Tenth Chnm- 
bro Correctlonnelle. A pharmaceutical 
chemist having sold morphine without 
a medical prescription to a student at 
Nancy, the latter gave It to one of 
his comrades, who as a result of ta- 
king it contracted tho morphine hnb^ 
It, Tho father of the victim then 
brought nn action for damages against 
the chemist, who In his de^nse said, 
In the first place, that he was respon- 
sible only for his own action, but not 
for tho action of tho student who had 
given the morphine to his comrado, 
and in the second place, that be had 
no direct connection with tho Injury 
sustained by tho consumer of the mor- 
phine. The lower pourt upheld this 
view, but the highor tribunal ordered 
tho chemist to pay 100 francs flhe and 
•1.000 francs damages on the ground 
that a phnrnmcQutlcal chemist who 
Refls a poisonous substance without a 
medical prescription knows that ho Is 
liable for whatever misuse may bo 
made of It, either by tho first recipient 
or by the next i)orBon who comes Into 
poRsessIon of it. — Paris letter to the 
London Lancet.

Young Aviator Surpasses All Cross- 
country Flights In Hia Chicago to 
SprlngPeld (Ml.) Trip— Out-Dia- 
tances Special Train. 

Sprlngfleld, IlL— What Is looked up- 
on aa one of tho most remarkable 
feats In aerial navigaUon was nccom- 
pllshed by Walter B. Brooklns, In a 
Wright biplane, Thursday, when he 
successfully flew from Chicago to this 
city, and In doing ao he broke all cross- 
country aeronautic records. 

With only two stops, neither ot 
which was actually necessary, ho made 
tho trip from Chicago to Springflold, 
a distanco of 186 miles, in Ave hours 
and forty-nine minutes, maintaining an 
average speed of 32.7 miles an hour, 
and won the nO.OOO prize offered by 
a Chicago newspaper. 

Along the entire route, from Chicago 
to the state fair grounds here, hun- 
dreds of thousands of people cheered 
the daring young aviator as ho passod, 
As tho great mechanical lilrd came 
to the ground here in tho presenco ot 
40,000 people ho was cheered vocifer- 
ously for fully half an hour. 

Brooklns left Chicago at 9:15 a. m. 
He dropped out of tho clouds over tho 
fair grounds In Springfield at 4:45. 

Forty-seven minutes after Brooklns 
roso from tho ground in Washington 
park. Chicago, tho "Daylight Special 
left the Park Row station over the Illi- 
nois Central. A special car had been 
attached In which traveled Wilbur 
Wright, tho airship Inventor; Roy 
Knabenahuo, special representaUvo of 
the Wright brothers; members of tho 
Aero club of Illinois, and about forty 
newspaper, men. 

After a flight of two hours and twen- 
ty-eight minutes Brooklns camo to Oil- 
man, where he arrived at 11:43. Brook- 
lns was far ahead of tho train and ho 
decided to alight and await the arri- 
val of tho train. 

The train arrived at Oilman at 12:15 
and orders wero given by tho division 
Buperintendent of the railroad to hold 
the train until tho biplane should re- 
sumo its flight The gasollno and wa- 
ter tanks wero replenished, and after 
tho engines bad been gone over care- 
fully by Wright and Knabonshuo, 
Brooklns resumed hia flight 

From Oilman to Springfield tho spe- 
cial train and tho aeroplane ran neck 
and neck, first one forging ahead, 
then tho other, but never at any time 
more than a quarter of a mile apart 
Brooklns was forced at 3:20 to de- 
scend at Mt Pulaski for fuel, only 
twenty-tour miles from tho stato fair 
grounds. The landing was ono of 
the most remarkable that has over 
been seen in tho history of aviation. 
Trees and fences surrounded him on 
all sides and with perfect control ho 
picked out n spot after soaring about 
In a short circle, scarcely moro than 
half a block squaro, and landed square 
in tho center. Tho special .train was 
held up, tho aeroplano'B supplies again 
were renewed, and at 3:45 ho as- 
cended again. From Pulaski to tho 
fair grounds a speed of thlrly-fivo 
miles an hour was maintained.

Indorsement of the state's strongly 
"Insurgent" delegation In congress 
and a slap at President Tnft are ei- 
pressed In the following resolution; 

"Wisconsin Is to be congratulated 
upon having representatives in tho 
senato and house who remained truo 
to tho people and to the national plat- 
form of tho party, notwithstanding 
tho efforts to punish them, for so do- 
ing by withdrawal of federal patro- 
nage." 
On the tariff the platform says: 
•Tho Payno-Aldrlch tariff ^ Is not a 
compllanco with the plodgo of tho 
Republican party In Its national plat- 
form. Tho true basis of protectlvo 
tariff Is the dlftcrenco between tho 
cost of production at homo and 
abroad, and we hold any Increased 
cost of production of living of Amer- 
ican labor should bo accompanied by 
compensating tariff duties. 

"Tho present tariff board has no 
power of investigation, and Is not re- 
quired fo report to congress. Wu fa- 
vor tho creation of a nonpartisan 
tariff committee empowered to ascer- 
tain tho cost of production In this and 
other countries, and required to make 
frequent reports of tho information 
gained in congress. 

"Upon th6 information so obtained 
congress should proceed to rc\iBQ tho 
different schedules Independently ot 
each other, according lo truo pro- 
tective tariff principles."

There 
Is no department In nature which 
la overlooked by the acloutlsta of 
Socrotary o£ Agriculture James 
Wilson's department If It I3 be- 
lieved by tho experts that any 
bcnent may come to tho people of tho United 
Statoa by tho study of the habits of a particu- 
lar animal, that animal Is studied forthwith 
and studied carefully. 

In folk lore history and In the history of lo- 
calltloa which hardly can bo cloased as folk 
.^loro, the frog' and' tho toad frequently have 
jbeon confused; sometimes stories have been 
^'told of, frog. visitations and It has turned .out 
that tho Invading army was composed of toads. 
The reverse of the statement also has been 
found to bo frue on several occasions. 
' Sorao years ago an army of track-hopping 
.tramp toads took possession of tho gravel road 
'bed of tho Sioux City and Paclflo railway, and 
in'unbroken column miles In length, as tho 
local story bad It, the toads marched post the 
town of Blencoe, Iowa. It Is stated that there 
were so many mlJllons la this mighty army 
that nothing like an accurate estimate of the 
toads could bo made. The ground was said 
to be brown with the color of Its Tlsltauts. 
Mf there was such an army of tho batra- 
■ chlaas as It Is said there was It would bo no 
wonder If tho residents of tho Infested district 
might have feared that tho toads would divert 
their course from tho railroad Into the tOT\'ns, 
to repeat Pharaoh's plague of the frogs, "When 
the rivers brought forth frogs abundantly, 
which went up Into the houses, and Into the 
bed chambers, and even upon tho bods, and 
upon the peoplo, and even Into the ovens and 
Into tho kncatllm? troughs." 

Now the toad Is not nearly so handsome a 
being as Is his frog cousin. 
Ho never could "a-wooing 
■go" like his green-coated 
brother, despite tho fact 
that Shakosponro proclaims 
that hia toadalilp has a jew- 
el In his head. Ugly and 
venomous, the bard of 
. 'Avon writes tho tnad down, 
and ugly and venomous to 
the people's mind in many 
places he Is to this day, al- 
though In reality ho ranks 
with tho birds as one of 
humanity's best friends. Aa 
a matter of fact, it Is likely' 
that tho brown-skinned ar- 
my which moved without 
banners in military array 
some years ago was on tho 
march to moot tlie great 
army of nocky Mountain lo- 
cnsta which was moving 
Btcadlly forward In an op- 
poslto direction and In Gen- 
eral Sherman's words, "For- 
aging liberally upon the 
country," 

* Even tliough the toada 
are so harmless and help- 
ful, they perhaps will never 
get anyone to jovo them. It 
must be admitted that ap- 
pearances are against them. 
Tho Iowa people who some 
years ago wero visited by 
tho toads had no reason to 
arrogate to themselves any 
particular distinction on ac- 
count of tho visitation, for 
In scores of Instances the 
anlmala have appeared In 
Immense bodies, and In 
Bomo cases, without any 
intention so to do. they have Inaugurated vert- 
table reigns of terror.
